This is the story of one of our 
patrons, who feels that the serv- 
ices of the Albany Library should 
be publicized for the frustrated 
reader who has “discovered” an 
author but can find no more of 
his books in the stacks at the Li- 
brary. So he walks out word 
hungry and dissatisfied. 

Stop, sir! Go to the desk and 
ask, The Albany Library houses 
only 18,000 books, but you have 
access to more than a million. 
This is how inter-branch loan 
works. 

You request a book, The Al- 
bany Library doesn’t have it but 
will get it for you. Give us your 
name and telephone number, sir. 
Then when you are comfortably 
settled at home, reading another 
interesting book you picked up 
while you were at the Library, 
the staff goes to work. 

A telephone call to the El Cer- 
rito Library is the first step, giv- 
ing them the name and author 
of the book you want. El Cerrito 
then teletexes to the main pro- 
cessing center at Pleasant Hill, 
relaying the request from the Al- 
bany Library. Pleasant Hill tele- 
texes branch libraries in the East 
Bay Cooperative system asking 
if they have the book on one of 
their shelves. Hayward teletexes 
back that they have it, but it is 
out on loan, due back in 10 days

Further enrichment of this 
service has been made possible 
by a federal grant of $337,550 to 
the East Bay Cooperative Library 
System and will reinforce book 
collections and services of the 
Contra Costa Library, . Alameda 
County Library (and ‘its affili- 
ates), Richmond Public Library, 
and Alameda City Free Library. 

With the federal funds, each 
member library of the system 
will build special collections in 
designated subject fields. Contra 
Costa will specialize in science 
and technology, and will develop 
a demonstration collection of 
books for young adult readers. 
Government and industry collec- 
tions will be developed in the 
Alameda County Library. Both 
libraries will enlarge holdings in 
foreign language books. 

All of these books are available 
to Albany patrons through the 
inter-branch loan system.

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OPEN LETTER TO ALBANY 


Public edueation is so basie to 
the preservation and improve- 
ment of our American way of 
life that many groups and indi- 
viduals try to exert their pres- 
sure on it.
